The Scnate Compromise—The House Re-
fuses 10 Concar,
From the N. Y. Herald,

(tenernl Butler achieved on Friday an im-
portant vioctory in the House, in the vote of
geventy to nipety-nine whereby that body
refused to convor in the Senate’s halfway sab-
stitute for the House bill absolutaly repaaling
the Tenare-ol-Oflice law. (feneral Batler,
with the submission of the Benate bill, at-
taocked it as a deception, contending that it
did pot mest the oane, that the moditlcation is
gubstantially the law as it stands, and that
this uncopstitational sel, baving served its
purpose, ghionld be utterly abollshed —that it
was inoompatible with the rights of the Honse
sand & usurpation of the powera of the Presi-
dent. In these general views of the messurs
General Butler was promptly aud ellsotually
ﬂnppnlhld by General Logav, and when the
Honge adjourned on Tharaday it was manifust
that the Senate sobstitute for Datler's repesl
would be rejected.

On Friday, when the subject came up in ita
regular order, a desultory fight was at onge
commenced between Butler and his support
ers on the one side and the radical anti-
repealers on the olher, and this skirmizhing
was continned down to live o'clock, when the
original motion to refer the Senate bill to the
Judiciary Committes was withdrawn, and the
direct quegtion of concurrence was reached.
The result is the victory of Dotler and the
repeaiers, including the Demoorats of the
House, who wielded the balanca of power.

The subject now goes back to the Henate,
and the question ia, **3hall the Benate recede
from itz amendment "' Assuming that it will
not, a committee of conferemce on the dis«
agreement between the two hounses will b tha
next prooeeding, and then we shall discover
whether the Republioans of the Honse sup-
porting Butler will stand firm or yield to the
pressure of the Senate or a party cancas of
the Homnse. Both houses having adjonrned
over to to-day, we way expeol soms canons
manipulations in the interval; but if the
Hounse repealers would gain the fromt rank
with the administration in bringing the Senate
to the ultimatum of Butler’as bill, they will
avoid any party caucus on the sabject,

In the beginning of Johnson's adwministra-
tion the Republican conservatives, with the
Democrats, had, as they now have, posses-
alon of the llouse. The policy of Congress
and the administration was in their hands,
and bad they acted with anything like saga-
city they could have shaped the measures of
Congress sod the issues of the Presidentisl
suocession, But the Demoorats, when brought
to the pinch, deserted the Republican con-
servativea and bolted over to “Old Thad
Stevens,”’ and hence all the disastrous conse-
quences that followed to Johinson’s administra-
tion, tothe conservative Republicans and to
the Democratio party, with the triomph of
the radical programme. All that was left nn-
done by the Democrats to give suocess to the
gohemes of Btevens was accomplished through
the radical caucus system of whipping in.
Now, if the conservative or out-and-out ad-
mipistration Republicans of the House wish
to hold their gronnd and bscome masters of
the gituation, they koow what to do; and they
must konow, on the other hand, that if they
copeent to be inveigled into a party cancns
their fate will be the melancholy experience
of Raymond and his followers of the aessions
of 1865 and 166, Power or disgrace is thus
the alternative now presented to the sup-
porters of Butler in the louse on this Tenure-
of-Oftice law.~ Their only course of safety is
to stick to the repeal.

This is very great nonsense, and repeating
it congtantly will not in the least facilitate the
gettlement of the Alabama question, nor any
of our other diffioulties with lingland, To say
that & npation caunot cloge apny of her own
ports for purposes of domestic policy, withont
thereby authorizing foreign powers to take
gart, directly or indirectly, in her domestic

issensions, is absurd. The ‘‘right of blook-
ade,’’ technically so-called, as defined by pub-
lic law, may be a right of war; but the right
to close one’s own ports, to exclude foreign
aid from internal enemies, is the right of
every nation, and is hostile only towards
those against whom i4 is directed. It confers
no rights on foreign powers, nor have they
any right to construe it into an ot of hostility
against them,

This hes come to ba ome of the favorite
arguments by which the hasty and unfriendly
recognition of the Confederates as belligersuts
by logland is excuoged or vindicated. [t is
just as shallow and worthless as the other

lea that by sending back their prisoners, aud
Ey taking back ours, we recognlzed the Rebals
a8 belligerents and gave the Britigl the right
to oreate for them & pavy and to esend out
yveisels 10 pray apon onr comimerces.

Mr. Fabens, Special Cemmissioner of the
Domipican Goveruwmeut, i now, we presnms,
on the way to Washiogton, ladsn wiin bis
instructions to rent the Uay of Samana to the
United Stntes. We ame inforwed from
Havaua, however, that Le 13 pursniog the
Fabian policy—keeping vary qulet and suady,
or, a8 Lhe telezram more elegantly, if more
redundantly, expresses i1, “*heis very reticent
on the subjeet, aud no other particulars as to
the object of his mission can be obtained.”?

We ars aware that
Mr. Fabeus comes to us with oertain advan-
tages. The last Congress developed the ex-
istence of a congiderable Domluicsn ring (to

nge {he elang phrase of the day) in the Honse,
and the recent Haytl resolution shows that
that ring fa still there. Dot npeither this por
the Fabian polioy of reticence should avail to
foist Samana upon us. We declined St
Thowas on the plea of economy and an emply
treasury; sbould we now go to work to buy or
hire a veighboring islaud, or a part of iy, it
wounld be addivg, for Denmark, insult to in-
jury.

Luhor and Politices.

A very large meeting of workingmen was
Iately held in our city, by which it was unani-
monsly determived: 1. That labor prodaoces
everything, yel sccnres and enjoys but a share
—and that wot s fair share—of the prodoot;
2, That it has determived thatthis shall not
continue; aud 3. That, to secnre their fall
rights, the laboring class will cut looss from
politics and poeliticiane, and “go it alons”
benceforth, mot only in shaping a publio
policy, but ia choosing legisiators and other
functionaries to give eflect to that policy,
{The resolves are pow before us; buat this is
their drift and purport, according to our re-
celleetion, )

The workingmen are colearly right in affirm-
ing the predmivent importauce of guestions
which are practically social over those which

are distincuively political. They want steady
work, coufived to reasonable bours, with fuir
recompense for doing it. They want commo-
dious apd convenient lodgings, at rates which
are not beyond their Hiwited means, They
want sapitary reguiations which will protect
them from noigowe eillavia avd from the re-
sulting ravages of peastilence. They want good
common echools, with ample provision
therein for the eduncation of their children. In
go far as the State or commnuity shall provide
or gecure these, it is a blessiong to the working-
men; while in many if ot most of the gues-
tions on which our people are divided into
parties, they have but & vague, remote
interest. It seems, therefore, not only natural
but desirable that the workingmen shonld
meet as a clags, and propose measares of
interest to that class, insisting that they shall
receive early and thounghtful consideration.
We trust that this workingmen’s movemsnt
is not to end with the passage of last Tues-
day's resolves, but that mesting after meeting
will be held, in which the rights and wrongs
of labor will be more fully and patisntly con-
gidered than they were or conld be at the
gatherivg in guestion, And, as our first con-
tribution to the svm of knowledge on the
general subject of labor reform, we profler
the following frank yet not unfriendly eriti-
cisms on the late proceedings at Cooper lo-
stitote:—

I. We do not object to the designation of
those who labor for wages as distimotively
working men, provided it is fully kept in
mind that this is diotated by convenisnoe, and
that there are in fact many other working
wen than vhey. Thus, the brothers Harpers
were not only journeymen printers fifty years
8go, but they were remarkably hard-working
journeymen, who pever dreamed that eight
nor even ten hours' eflivient work exensed
them from doing more while work remained to
be dowe and there was daylight whereby to do
it. They are rich and powerful to.day becaunse
they were specially energetic and frogal whils
young and poor, Ho, we cannot doubt, Johno
Jacob Astor, Cornelius Vanderbilt, Alexauder
T. Blewart, and uearly sll our pregent mil-
liopaires, made 1he very ntmost of their
hours and thelr pence fo their portionless,
friepdless youth, Now, we sre not commend-
ing these men &8 models for imitation—
we do not insist that every poor man shonld
gtrive to beoowe & rich ons—we readily admit
that there is force in the statement of those
who prefer to ""taks things cary'' and *‘evjoy
life as they go along;” but we do Jusist that
the cuge shall be fairly set forth and clearly
understoid. Great wealth is the product of
rure capuoities or of rare diligence and fro-
gallty—generally of a potabinatiop of thege, In
wonarchies it may, Lo some extent, ki
royal favor. It s pet 50 here. The fonuders
of great lortunes bad to work for them, &s
truly as though they hnd wislded the trowsl

or shonldered the hod, Lot notthis tronth be
ignwed or by grouudlees ola mor obgoured.

The United States and Caba.

Mr. Beecher, iu his impstoous advocnoy of
Cuban independence, st Steiuwsy Hall, was
hurried by the warmth of his feslings to ntter
some sentiments which we fear he will not
stand by when applied 1o & similar case. He
asserts for the Cubans the right te independ-
ence, to the fres adoption of their form of
government and the cvbolee of their rulers,
Cuba is territorially of the same size as the
State of Georgia, aud contaius a population
somewhat larger, consisting of whites and
blacks in abont the same proportion. Now,
sines Mr. Beecher g0 warmly asserta for the
Cubans tue right to adopt their own form of
government and choose their own rulers, fres
from ountside constraint, we wish he had told
his audience why the same right does not
equally belong to the people of the Htate
of Georgia. The two are so uearly alike in
ared, 8o nearly equal in population, so similar
in the relative proportions of the two races,
that Georgia onght to be as capable as Cuba
of goveruing hersell wisely. Bhe onght, in-
deed, to be much more capable; for sbe is sn-
perior in education and has had the advantage
of along training in eelf-goveroment. It does
not become Mr, Beecher, nor anybody who
acts in the same party with him, to flame up
in zealons championship of Cuban self-gov-
ernment, while trampliog this right into the
dnst in onr own Sonthern States.

American gympathies are naturally on the
side of Cuba in her struggle for independencs,
as they have uniformly been on the side of all
the Spanish colonies in their revolt from the
mother country. Bat history has taught
reflecting men to rejoioe with trembling. The
mere throwing off of a foreign yoke is not a
benefit worth the blood it costs, unless the
insurgent people possess suflicient wisdow,
virtue, and steadiness to establish a tolerably
good government for their ewn proteotion,
and to uphold and perpetuate it when estal-
lished. Unfortunately, experience does mnot
justify any very sanguine belief in the capacity
of the Spanish race on this continent to main-
tain order by means of free institutions. If
Cuba ghounld exchange her recent condition
for the avarchy which has so long prevailed in
Mexico and the Bpanish-American republics,
considerate men would hesitate to congratulate
ber on her independence. If the present
population of Georgia, blucks and whites, were
joouted on the island of Cuoba ln place of the
pregent inhabitants, we ghonld feel no mis-
'\..:\'il'g Itﬁ]:wl'lil.‘lp{ the prautin.:al benefits of in-
depevdepce, il it conld be sobisved. The
people wonld be competent to presurve order,
adwinister justice, protect industry and com-
merce, and maintain proper international re-
lationg, DBut republicsy ipstitntions have not
yet had auy sach success among the revolted
colonists of Spaiu io this bemisphere aashonid
enconrage onr Government to take any very
aotive pert in bebealf of the Caban insurgents,
#ven i we were reatrained l'y no ubligavons
of Internationn! law,

Does he pot koow, does not every
wan know who knows anythiog ol the temper
of that party, that they wonld get up a fa-

For our part, we should be glad to ges Caba
really independent until the negro experiment
oollapsea in this conntry, if we felt any wonfi-
dence that the Spaniah whites iu that island
have as muoh political capacity as onr white
fellow-oitizens of the South. We shounld ba
g'sd to have the two experiments go on simnl-
tapeonsly under the eye of the world, inorder
that men might jadge, by their comparative
snceess, between the two methods of dealing
with the negro race in a state of fresdom, If
